1 . 1 INVITED SOUTH KOREAN CHARGE HUH TO LUNCH ALONE TODAY TO GET 
HIS REPORT ON MEETING YESTERDAY WITH GOT FORMIN HUNLEDE (REPTEL 
A). HUH SAID HE WAS SUMMONED TO "MAISON DU RPT ' SHORTLY BEFORE 
NOONTIME AND WAS RECEIVED BY HUNLEDE IN AN UPSTAIRS LOBBY. 

2. HUNLEDE INPORMED HUH THAT RPT CENTRAL COMMITTEE HAD "DECIDED" 
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TO "BREAK RELATIONS ' WITH ROK. HUNLEDE EXPLAINED THAT PRESENCE 
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OF FOREIGN TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA DID NOT "EACILITATE REUNIFICATION." 
(TODAY'S TOGO-PRESSE ACCOUNT VARIES SLIGHTLY IN REPORTING THAT 
CENTRAL COMMITTEE HAD DECIDED TO "RECOMMEND" BREAK IN RELATIONS 
AND THAT COMMITTEE VOTED "PRESENCE OF FOREIGN EORCES IN SOUTHERN 
PART OF COUNTRY CONSTITUTES MAJOR OBSTACLE TO PEACEFUL REUNIFI- 
CATION. ") HUH INQUIRED RE EFEECTIVE DATE OF BREAK, AND HUNLEDE 
REPLIED "ANYTIME". HUNLEDE SAID HUH COULD TAKE HIS TIME IN 
LEAVING TOGO. HUNLEDE EXPRESSED PERSONAL REGRET AND SAID SEVERAL 
TIMES HE WAS "DESOLE". HE EURTHERMORE WOULD ASSURE ROK HIGH-LEVEL 
OEFICIAL AT UNGA THAT HUH HAD PERFORMED WELL HIS MISSION TO TOGO. 

3. CHARGE HUH REQUESTED HUNLEDE TO ARRANGE 24-HOUR POSTPONEMENT 
OF ANNOUNCEMENT TO GIVE HIM TIME TO COMMUNICATE WITH SEOUL. 
HUNLEDE SAID HE COULD NOT MAKE THIS DECISION AND WOULD HAVE TO 
SEE PRESIDENT EYADEMA. (BOTH RADIO AND TELEVISION CARRIED 
ANNOUNCEMENT LAST NIGHT.) CHARGE THEN MADE TWO PRINCIPAL 
POINTS TO EORMIN: 

A) GOT'S REFERENCE TO FOREIGN TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA SEEMED 

TO MEAN USG TROOPS, WHICH HUH EXPLAINED WERE THERE PURSUANT TO 
BILATERAL TREATY; AND 

B) UN COMMAND IN SOUTH KOREA AS RESULT SECURITY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION, AND ROK WILLING TO ABIDE BY ANY NEW DECISION TAKEN 
BY SECURITY COUNCIL AFTER DUE REVIEW OF KOREAN SITUATION. 
HUNLEDE'S RESPONSE WAS THAT "THERE IS NO FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN 
NATIONS - ONLY NATIONAL INTERESTS." 

4. CHARGE TOLD ME FORMIN ACTING SECRETARY GENERAL TIGOUE HAD 
CALLED ON HIM AT HOME LAST NIGHT TO EXPRESS PERSONAL SYMPATHY 
AND HOPE THEY WOULD MEET AS DIPLOMATS POSTED ELSEWHERE 
ABROAD (REETEL B). 

5. HUH ALSO TOLD ME THAT, WITHIN TWO HOURS OF PRESIDENT'S 
RETURN TO TOGO SEPTEMBER 13, TOGO-PRESSE EDITOR APEDO-AMAH, WHO 
ACCOMPANIED PRESIDENT ON TRIP TO CHINA AND NORTH KOREA, VISITED 
HUH AT HOME. APEDO-AMAH ADVISED CHARGE OF FOLLOWING POINTS IN 
GOT-NORTH KOREAN ASSISTANCE AGREEMENT: 

A) THREE TO FIVE BILLION CFA (DOLS I2.5-2I M.) LOAN FOR 
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IRRIGATION PROJECTS; 

B) FIVE HUNDRED MILLION CFA (DOLS 2.08 M.) LOAN FOR TWO 
AGRICULTURAL EQUIPMENT PLANTS; 

C) TEN-MAN ECONOMIC MISSION TO ARRIVE TOGO LATE SEPTEMBER; 

AND 
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D) ASSISTANCE, INCLUDING ADVISORS, IN DEVELOPMENT OE RPT 
PARTY SCHOOL TO TRAIN POLITICAL CADRES. APEDO-AMAH TOLD CHARGE 
HE COULD NOT PROVIDE COPY OE AGREEMENT BECAUSE PRESIDENT 
WANTED TO WITHHOLD PUBLICATION. PRESIDENT PARTICULARLY DID NOT 
WANT WESTERN DONORS TO KNOW DETAILS OF AGREEMENT. 

6. HUH SAID FRENCH AMBASSADOR AND DEAN CAMPREDON HAD INVITED 
HIM TO CALL TODAY TO EXPRESS SYMPATHY. CAMPREDON HAS PROMISED 
TO HOST FAREWELL RECEPTION FOR CHARGE. 

7. SEPTELS BEING PREPARED ON LAST NIGHT'S HOUR-LONG TELEVISION 
EXTRAVAGANZA COVERING EYADEMA'S ARRIVAL AND SPEECH IN PYONGYANG, 
AS WELL AS DISTORTED ACCOUNT IN TODAY'S TOGO-PRESSE OF HISTORY 

OF KOREAN PROBLEM. 

8. ACCORDING TO APEDO-AMAH, NORTH KOREANS PRESSED THROUGHOUT 
TOGOLESE VISIT FOR BREAK IN RELATIONS WITH ROK, AND HUNLEDE 
TRIED UNSUCCESSFULLY TO MAINTAIN GOT RESISTANCE. 

9. COMMENT: NORTH KOREA HAS MESMERIZED GOT. THIS DEVELOPMENT, 
COUPLED WITH EYADEMA'S MEETING WITH SIHANOUK IN PEKING AND HIS 
REFERENCE TO VIETNAM IN PYONGYANG SPEECH, PORTEND OTHER GOT 
POSITIONS IN UNGA IN CONFLICT WITH OUR OWN. (THIS SPEECH BEING 
COVERED SEPTEL.) 

10 ON DOMESTIC PLANE, GOT AGREEMENT TO DEVELOP PARTY SCHOOL 
TO TRAIN POLITICAL CADRES HAS IMPORTANT IMPLICATIONS FOR 
TOGO'S INTERNAL POLITICS.
